1.  Section  1.  Significant  Organisation  or  Unit  Activities. 

c..  (C)  General,  (l)  During  the  reporting  period  the  battalion  con¬ 

tinued  its  mission  of  providing  artillery  support  in  the  central  coastal 
region  of  1.1  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  The  battalion  remains  attached  directly 
to  I  Field  Force  Vietnam  Artillery.  The  battalion  headquarters,  headquar¬ 
ter*  batUiy,  service  battery,  rear  detachments  of  the  three  organic  firing 
battories,  and  units  under  the  operational  control  of  this  headquarters, 
remain  loo  At  ad  near  ?hu  Hiep,  south  of  Tuy  Hoa  in  Phu  Ten  Province.  From 
this  location,  the  battalion  supervises,  coordinates,  and  controls  the 
operations  of  the  unit3  under  its  command.  Elements  of  the  battalion  pro¬ 
vide  assistance  and  support  as  required  to  include,  all  elassoa  of  logis¬ 
tical  supplies,  tactical  end  technical  fire  direction,  aerial  observations, 
communications,  survey,  and  medical  support. ' 

(2)  In  mid  February  the  battalion  assumed  responsibility  to  provide 
fire  support  coordination  for  the  173d  Airborne  Brigado  in  Area  of  Opera¬ 
tion  Eollir.g,  and  coordinating  and  controlling  the  fires  of  batterioe  C 
and  D,  3d  battalion,  3i9th  Artillery,  the  direct  support  artillery  of  the 
brigade. 

(3)  The  battalion  continued  to  maintain  liaison  sections  with  the 
Ninth  Republic  of  Rorea  Infantry  Division  Artillery,  tho  28th  Regiment  of 
the  Ninth  Republic  of  Acroa  Infantry  Division,  the  26th  Rogiaont  of  thr 
Capital  Republic  of  Eorea  Infantry  Division,  the  47th  Regiment  of  the  22d 
Army  of  Vietnam  Infantry  Division,  and  with  fire  support  responsibility 
of  Operation  Bolling,  established  liaison  with  tho  173d  Airborne  Brigade 
(separate),  all  liaison  sections  aro  mnnnod  and  equipped  from  organic  re¬ 
sources.  In  addition,  tho  battalion  previdon  both  ground  and  air  bbaervors 
as  required  or  requested  by  the  support od  units. 

(4)  Battery  a,  6th  Battalion,  32d  Artillery,  with  attachments,  lo¬ 
cated  near  Dong  Tro,  BQ905704,  continues  with  the  mission  of  gonoral- sup¬ 
port  cf  Free  World  Military  For  cos  in  tho  Dong  Tro,  Dong  luon,  Tuy  An  and 
Song  Can  areas,  tin  14  February  1968,  the  battory  became  a  composite  8 
inch/l75em  battery  when  two  8"  Hovitsere  voro  retubod  to  175oo  Guns.  This 
nude  all  threo  organic  firing  batterios  of  the  6th  Battalion,  32d  Artil- 
lory  ccnposito, 

(5)  Battery  B.  6th  Battalion.  32d  Artillery,  located  south  of  ifthh _ 
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Hoa,  BP962768,  continue*  with  tft-*  mission  rS  general  ripport-reinforcing 
the  fires  cf  tk>  l&nth  Republic  or  iv>rsa  Xnfftr.try  Division  Artillery. 

(6)  Battery  C,  6th  Battalion,  32d  Artillery,  was  located  at  iorth 
Airfield,  Tuy  Hoa,  CQ1 52482,  with  the  mission  of  general  export  free 
World  Military  forces  in  the  Tuy  Hoa  area.  On  21  iiarch  1963,  tho  battery 
displaced  inland  to  a  permanent  position  and  collocated  at  a  Republic  of 
Korean  Ava-y  fire  support  base  in  vicinity  cf  Fhuoc  hfy,  CQ118383  to  sore 
effectively  use  the  full  6400  mil  capability. 

(?)  During  the  reporting  period,  the  firing  batteries  participated 
in  long  and  short  duration  artillery  raids  which  provided  rapid  artillery 
support  in  areas  not  covered  from  their  fire  bases.  These  operations 
proved  very  effective,  and  were  often  used  by  the  maneuver/ relnfar cod  co®- 
manlsrs  tc  obtain  mass,  a.'wl  achieve  surprise  on  targets  of  opportunity  and 
acquired  targets, 

(3)  Ou  8  April  1968;  tho  battalion  had  a  Command  Inspection  con¬ 
ducted  by  I  Field  Force  Vietnam  Actillery,  and  received  an  overall  satis¬ 
factory  rating.  Only  satisfactory  or  unsatisfactory  ratings  are  svardod. 

b.  (C)  Intelligence,  (l)  During  this  reporting  period  this  organi¬ 
sation  modified  its  categorizing  of  information  for  a  90  day  evaluation. 

The  basic  aroa  of  intorost  remained  tho  same  but  the  100,000  motor  grid 
senes  are  subdivided  into  10  Kilometer  squares  instead  cf  20  Kiloaoter 
strips  running  from  east  to  vest.  This  hat  resulted  in  a  more  soloctivo 
aroa  with  only  the  information  pertaining  to  the  specific  area  roenrdod. 

This  has  eliminated  unnocoonary  processing  of  inf  oration  not  in  tho  zone 
of  consideration.  Tho  old  system  is  still  being  maintained  for  a  compar- 
Itivo  analysis  at  tlio  end  of  tho  90  day  test  period.

Be  can  m  of  tho  Icr^c  volume  of  input,-  the 
information  is  separated  into  two  major  categories:  lmmodlato  data  and 
recorded  data.  Spot  reports,  agont  reports  not  ovor  24  hours  old,  infra¬ 
rod  photograph  missions,  Special  Agont  Roporta  and  poreotmol  detection  \ 
(Snoopy)  readings,  eonstituto  the  immediate  data.  Roeerded  data  inoludos 
all  information  obtained  from  IHTSDMS,  all  agont  reports  over  ontf  day  did, 
and  all  hard  targets.  Both  categories  of  data,  immediate  and  rooorded  are 
ontorod  into  tbs  modified  coordinate  register  and  the  oerd  file. 
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(3)  Coordinate  Registers  A  modi fied: coordinate  register  wee  de¬ 
vised  utilizing  the  10  kilometer  sgusre  of  «  1t$0,0^0  overprint  of  thq  oae 
kilometer  rquare  blown  up  as  doserib v  ix  ill  30-5.  The  coordinate  regis¬ 
ter  contains  the  following  information:  Ir.c.idants  (friendly  and  enemy 
initiated),  visual  sightings,  SPAR* a,  2X,  Snoopy,  agent  reports  and  hard 
targets,  All  of  these  aro  kept  oa  an  overlay  for  a  piriod  of  one  raohth. 

Each  month  e  new  overlay  is  sterted  with  the  lest  montho  overlay  remaining  - 
in  -the  ect.vdicato  register  for  continuous  information.  2ach  item  is  re¬ 
corded  in  the  coordinate  register  in  an  abbreviated  form  end  is  referred 
to  the  major  intelligence  report  if  more  details  are  desired,  tihen  an 
overlay  and  recorded  data  are  60  days  old  they  are  removed  treat  the  coordi¬ 
nate  register  end  filed  for  future  reference  in  a  card  file. 

(4;  A  card  filo  with  3  major  categories;  unit  identification,  per¬ 
sonalities,  end  hard  targets  were  established.  The  hard  target  flic  wan 
based  ofl  the  8am  area  as  tho  coordinate  register.  It  is  furthor  sub¬ 
divided  into  typos  of  fortifications:  bunkors,  foxholos  with  ovorhoad 
cover,  foxholes,  tr.dls,  ito.  A  dotailed  description  of  each  item  is  ro- 
co if'tlfUx  for  each  sighting. 

(5)  Photo  idle.  A  photographic  filo  is  being  established  to  per¬ 
form  accurate,  terrain  analysis  and  target  evaluation.  Coordination  was 
ortabU  -.bov'  to  rocoiv-j  copies  of  all  photo-roconnaissanco  missions  in  ton 
aroa  o'  interest.  This  provides  a  dotailod  description  of  tho  target 
aroa  and  specific  or  gnneral  intolligonco  can  bo  obtained  through  compa¬ 
rative  analysis  with  la  tor  flown  missions.  This  filo  is  also  being  used 
to  dotormiru  pocsiblo  landing  zonos  for  holiborno  operations, 

(6'  The  consolidated  data  is  toon  evaluated  to  dotermiaa  either 
acquired  targets  or  interdiction  targets  which  aro  more  valid  than  a  tar- 
got  used  to  dony  tho  enemy's  unrostrictod  use  of  tho  terrain. 

(?)  The*  tS2  and  8?  work  fiosaly  in  evaluating'  visual  reconnaissance 
sighting,  sensory  doto«:t>rs;  agent  reports,  lerg'-ts  dissominatod  from  sup¬ 
ported  units  end  ammunition  expenditures.  This  '.valuation  has  lod  to 
mere  offoafcivo  cs^loymont  of  artillery  ani  more  officiant  utilization  of 
ax  "initicr  rosour.w... 

(8)  On  16  April,  this  headquarters  hosted  the  I  Hold  Force  Viotnam 
Avtlllexy  Intelligence  Seminar  and  Vorkshcp.  The  oponihg  common ts  were 
presented  by  tho  Deputy  Commanding  Officer,  T.  Fiold  Forco  Vietnam  Artil¬ 
lery.  Tho  following  topics  woro  pro seated  to  tho  S2'»  of  ”  Hold  Forco 
Victncat  (1)  Combined  intolligonco  Cantor  Vietnam  by  the  eoTps  Tao- 
Jicol  Zone  Staff  et  combined  Intolligonco  Conter  Viotnam  a*  u  igon,  (2) 
Targeting  by  tho  I  Fiold  Forco  Viotnam  Firo  Support  Coordination  SLomont, 
(3)  SurvoiUanoo  ly  First  Hilitory  Intelligence  Battalion. 
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o.  (C)  Operations  and  Training  Activities.  During  the  roparting 
poriod,  the  battalion  spont  87  days  in  operations,  ono  day  in  movement, 
and  four  days  in  training. 

(1)  Pi-ms.  Tho  unit  convicted  the  relocation  of  its  poriactor  to 
improve  tho  defense  of  its.nev  baso  camp.  Tho  unit  is  prosontly  repo¬ 
sitioning  its  alternate  defensive  positions  to  provide  continuous  inter¬ 
locking  and  grazing  fields  of  firo  from  our  alternate  and  primary  def on** 
sivo  positions.  A  mine  fiold  was  enployod  to  augment  tho  oxisting  passive 
dofonsos.  Permission  to  employ  a  mine  field  was  rocoivod  from  Tuy  Hoa 
Sub  Area  Command  and  charts  of  tho  mine  fiold  havo  boon  sent  to  appropri¬ 
ate  aboncios.  2ach  defonsivo  position  and  observation  post  has  azimuth 
indicators  which  facilitate  the  locating  of  any  ground  position  by  inter¬ 
section.  This  headquarters  continuously  strives  to  improve  the  pas  sivo 
dofonsivos  both  in  tho  baso  camp  and  in  its  organic  batteries.

(b)  Tho  following  operational  activities  wore  conducted  during 
tho  roporting  period: 


X  Oil  5  February  1968,  Battery  B  displaced  tho  8  inch  pla¬ 
toon  to  vicinity  LP999856  to  fire  in  support  of  the  9th  Republic  of  loroa 
Division  artillery  on  kno:ra  and  suspect  enoay  locations  dovolopod  by  Re¬ 
public  of  Aoroan  intolligonce  sources.  Tho  platoon  returned  to  flro  base 
tho  sane  day. 


2  On  8  February  1968,  Hetro  Section  1,  8th  Battclion,  26th 
Artillery  under  operational  control  of  this  headquarters,  was  divortod  to 
displace  to  vicinity  of  BQ905704  in  order  to  prevido  more  fcvorablo  notro 
covorago.  Uhile  onrouto,  one  of  tho  Z'j  ton  trade  carrying  a  C0&&:  con¬ 
tainer  loaded  with  section  equipment  strud-c  a  prossuro  type  mino  destroying 
the  vohicle.  Ho  casualties  or  other  oquipr.cnt  damage  resulted.  The  CORE 
was  hcliliftod  to  tho  now  position  area.  The  met  section  established  oper¬ 
ations  and  published  thoir  first  mossage  ct  0902C0  February  1958. 


X  Oil  11  February  1968,  two  additional  searchlight  soctions 
from  Battery  3,  29th  artillery  were  placed  under  operational  control  of 
this  headquarters,  and  were  given  tho  mission  of  general- support  to  Bat- 
tcrios  a  and  C  of  this  organisation.  Both  batteries  havo  the  searchlights 
employed  through  their  tiro  direction  ccr.zcrs  cnr.bling  thoir  at'achod  li42's 
(dusters)  to  moss  on  targots  located  by  searchlight.  Both  Battorias  havo 
incorporated  tho  searchlights  into  cn  extensivo  perimotor  interdiction 
program.  - 


£  Cn  14  February  1968,  Battery  A,  this  organisation,  was 
diroctod  to  rotubo  two  pieces  to  175mm  guns  in  order  to  provide  increased 
covorago  in  their  aroa  of  responsibility. 

5.  On  14  February  1968,  Battery  0,  this  organisation,  was 
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givon  tho  mission  of  firing  a  preparation  for  manouvor  olemonts  of  tho  28th 
Regiment,  9th  Republic  of  Korea  Division,  The  8  inch  platoon  displaced  to 
vicinity  C 1257345  and  the  175mm  gun  platoon  rooainocl  in  place  in  support 
of  tho  assault. 

6  On  17  Fcbrucry  1963,  Battery  3,  this  organization  dis¬ 
placed  tho  175mm  platoon  to  a  position  vd  cinity  BPC29870  to  support  a  rood 
opening  and  convoy  movement  operation  on  highway  21.  Tho  platoon  closed 
back  into  its  fire  base  the  sane  day. 

2  On  18  February  1968,  Battery  C,  this  organisation,  par¬ 
ticipated  in  a  preparation  by  massing  fires  with  two  Republic  of  Korea 
artillery  units  in  support  of  maneuver  elements  free  tho  28th  Ropublio  of 
Xoroa  Infantry  Regiment.  Thu  preparation  terminated  at  1155  hours  with 
tho  insertion  of  helicopter  assault  units  on  tho  objectives.  Tho  vorsiti- 
lity  of  tho  3  inch/l75mn  composite  battory  was  again  demonstrated  by  tho 
simultaneous  engaging  both  near  and  for  targots  in  support  of  tho  air  as¬ 
sault  without  having  to  displace  from  the  firo  baso. 

£  On  20  February  1968,  the  battalion  assumed  fire  support 
coordination  responsibilities  in  the  Bolling  area  of  operation.  This 
ac.eod  task  ontnilod  establishing  a  firo  support  element  at  Headquarters, 
173d  Airborno  Brigade  equipped  and  manned  from  organic  resources  and  pro¬ 
viding  a  Fire  Direction  Center  to  control  fires  of  the  two  105mm  Battorios 
supporting  the  brigade. 

2  On  23  February  1968,  3attory  B,  this  organization  dis¬ 
placed  tho  8  inch  platoon  to  a  firing  position  in  vicinity  BP9 86568  to 
mass  fires  with  tho  organic  175cm  gun  platoon  and  battory  D,  5th  Battalion, 
27th  Artillory  on  targots  developed  by  I  Fiold  Forco  Vietnam  Firo  Support 
element.  Two  I55mc  howitzers  from  Battery  B,  966th  Artillory,  Ropublio 
of  Korea  firod  covering  fires  for  tho  8  inch  platoon  during  displacement. 
Tho  platoon  returned  to  fire  base  the  same  day. 

On  27  February  1968,  a  coordination  mooting  was  hold  with 
tho  Uaval  Gun  Firo  liaison  teem  of  Phu  Ten  Province,  from  Sub  Unit  1,  1st 
Air  and  Haval  Gun  Firo  liaison  section,  Saigon.  The  utilisation,  limita¬ 
tions  and  capabilities  of  naval  weapon  systems  wero  discussed  and  nooos- 
tary  operational  codes  wero  exchanged  to  facilitate  rapid  delivery  of  na¬ 
val  gun  firos  against  onosgr  targets  in  the  Bolling  Area  of  Oporation. 

22  On  1  liar oh  1966,  Battery  3,  this  organisation  displaced 
tho  8  inch  platoon  to  vicinity  CPQ44678  to  moss  firos  with  a  155mm  howl- 
tsar  Ropublio  of  Xoroa  battory  on  suspootod  infiltration  routes  end  bocoh 
aitos  in  vicinity  CPI 780,  *ftcr  firing  acquired  target*  in  support  of  tho 
operation,  tho  platoon  rotumod  to  its  firo  base  tho  same  day. 
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1_2  On  8  March  1968,  Battery  B,  this  organization  displaced 
tho  8  inch  platoon  to  vicinity  3P753877  and  provided  reinforcing  Pirns 
for  a  155n«n  nowitzor,  Republic  of  Korea  Battory.  The  missions  fired  in¬ 
cluded  known  and  suspoct  enemy  locations  developed  by  Q2,  9th  Republic  of 
Korea -Division.  Tho  platoon  returned  to  its  base  camp  tho  same  day. 

.13  On  14  March  1968,  Rattory  0,  ■fti.i.s  rrganisation  displacod 
tho  0  inch  platoon  vicinity  CQ257345  in  support  of  a  hell  borne  assault  con¬ 
ducted  by  tho  28th  Republic  of  Keroa  Regiment.  The  battery  (6  inch/l  75ma)  • 
participated  in  massing  fires  with  direct  support  Ropublic  of  Koroa  Artil¬ 
lery  units  on  tvo  preparation  and  numerous  targets  of  opportunity.  Tho 
platoon  returned  to  its  firo  base  tho  same  day. 

14  On  15  March  I960,  the  battalion  fired  its  100,000  round 
in  support  of  free  World  military  Assistance  Forces  (F;lt  J)  since  ar¬ 
rival  in  country. 

15  On  21  March  1968,  Battery  C,  this  organization  displacod 

to  a  new  position  area  in  vicinity  of  C-}1 18383  that  afforded  tho  unit  great¬ 
er  security  and  provided  more  area  coverage  to  support  operations  end  de¬ 
fend  Tuy  Hoa.  Both  aims  ucrc  achieved  by  the  move,  tho  unit  is  now  co¬ 
located  within  a  common  perimeter  defonso  schemo  occupiod  by  a  Company  (-) 
and  a  155mm  Howitzer  battery  (-)  of  the  9th  Republic  of  Koroa  Division. 

A  greater  area  coverage  is  roalizod  by  having  displaced  further  inland 
from  the  coast. 

J6  On  24  Karen  1968,  Battery  B,  this  organization,  displaced 
the  3  inch  platoon  to  vicinity  CP046694  to  reinforce  tho  firos  of  9th  Ro¬ 
public  of  Korean  Division  .artillery  units  engaging  known  and  suspected 
enemy  positions,  .he  platoon  to turned  to  its  fire  base  the  same  day. 

12  On  24  larch  1968,  Battery  A,  this  organization,  was  givon 
the  mission  of  supporting  a  search  end  destroy  operation  conducted  by  US 
Special  Forces  and  CIDu  dements  in  vicinity  of  3T-9474.  Tho  K42  dustor 
normally  in  direct  support  of  the  battery  was  givea  the  mission  of  diroot 
support  to  the  maneuver  elements  on  road  security.  lihilo  so  employed,  tho 
li42  hit  a  pressure  typo  nine  containing  an  estimated  100  pounds  of  Tiff. 
Damage  consisted  of  a  blown  right  track,  one  idler  era,  two  rood  wheels, 
throe  torsion  bars  all  broken  and  a  cracked  hull.  The  li42  was  retrieved 
and  evacuated  to  tho  orghnnee  support  unit  for  ropairs. 

lg  On  27  March  1968,  the  battalion  was  given  the  roquiro- 
nent  to  ostablish  informal  liaison  with  local  Army  HipUhlic  of  Vietnam 
Artillery  units  and  render  any  assistance  necessary. 

12  On  18  April  1968,  Battery  B,  this  organisation,  displaood
